Talking of this colodial question, @ very 
statesmanlike acd abjespeech by a country- 
man of yours—the Hon. Mr. G M. Sproat, 
Agent-General for tish Columbia—hag 
come under my notice which is worth reading. 
Mr Sproat is an ottel e a well known au- 
thor on ethnological and politcal topics, one 
of those cultured scientific politicians of the 
Lyon Playfair or Grant Duff type, of whom 
1 am sorry to say we have so few in the House 
of Commons at preseot. Mr. Sproat’s speech 
entitled ‘Canada and:the Empire,”’ is a bold 
but thoughtful addvegs, expressive of the 
Opinion of the youagest political men of Can- 
ada on the relation between the Home Gov- 
eroment and the Deminion. He proposes 
that Great Britain aad Ireland should form 
ao incorporatiog-union with Canada jost in 
the same way as England and Scotland upi- 
ted wth each. otherg” He further proposes 
that the present political system of Canada 
now working so saccesafally should be adopt- 
ed lor regulating the home affairs of the Uni 
ted Empire—vis, of England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, and Canana. He points out that if we 
are to retain our present prestige we must not 
let our colonies go. One of two alternatives 
lies before us—incorporation or separation. 
Un the principle that - 

Are loyal to their own Py aa aged 
Our Ocean Empire, with her boundless homes— 
For ever broadening England! 
I think Nr. Sproat makes it plain that bis pro- 
posal is far more to besympathised with than 
the policy of dismemberment which says to 
‘far sons’ — 4" 

So loyal is too costly? Frigids, you love 

1s but a burcen; loose the boud aud go! 


To those who say there is no need for med- 


dling with the matter a¢ all, and who say we |- 


bave no colonial question, Mr Sproat ingen- 
ioushy replics that ng. great community of 
Eoglisbmen will cogsent for acy length 
of time to occupy # muuicipal position 
It is bound to strive to propagate at 
first hand its ideag. and priociples and 
advance their practical developmeut among 
the nations of the earth, and the Canadians 
feel they cannot do this so long as the Domin- 
ion is only a municipality laboring under ae 
feeling of exclusion from the concerns of, and 
@ sense. that they h&ve no weightin, the 
Councils of the Empir@ asa whole. It would 
be impossible for me to go into details as to 
the varied and cognané arguments with which 
Mr. Sproat supports bis position—one of the 
chief of which is that pet only would it add 
to our strength asa warlike nation, bat it 
would greatly relieve Gur Imperial Pariiament 
of that excessive amognt of son-Imper.al leg- 
islation which should be dove by local legis- 
latures, and of which’ Mr. Gladstone, not long 
ago, at Aberdeen, said that anyone would 
earo the enduring gratitude of the country 
who proposed some ‘feasivle method of re- 
lieving toe English Parliament of work which 
it was at present simply physically incapatle 
of undertaking. Mr. Sprout points out that 
io afew years the expansive movement of 
population ia the American Continent will 
concentrate in Central Canada, because now 
the Western stream of Yankee emigratiou has 
reached its limits, atid because the greater 
part of the space west of the 98th parallel, 
embracing one balf.of the entire United 
States, is an arid desert, the trade of the Paci- 
fic would naturally ia such a case be ours, 
for the suortest routejis through this Ce.tral 
Canada toa port og Britinh Columbia by a 
rarlway which will b@ soon finished. Would 
it not be worth whiléito have iocorporated as 
anintegral portion of the Ewpire a country 
which could offer us Such a wagnificent com- 
mercial advantige ugtbat? As to the objec- 
tion of distance to which Mr. Gladstone ob- 
jected, Mr Sproat says improved methods ot 
lgcomution have ovefeome that objection. It 
would take no longer for a Canadian member 
to go to London now/that it did for a scotch 
member to go to London at the time of the 
Abglo-Scottish Unsids. Again, London is 
nearer Canada than ‘Many westero cities are 
to Washington, aad gét the Pacific States can 
be weil and easily go¥erned from the capital 
of the American Repabiic. It would be much 
easier to send troops from Canada to the re- 
lief of England than it is to send them from 
San Francisco to the relief of Washington, 
for it is much easier_to cover the Atlantic 
with steamboats than to cover the great 
Alkali Desert in thé: American Republican 
with lines of railway, Altogether the speech 
which occupies 35 clasely-printed pages, isa 
most thoughttul and ¥aluable contribation to 
the discussion of this. vexed colonial question 
and is well worthy Abe careful perusal aod 
attention of every egtnest and patriotic poli- 
tician. t

Eorror Stanpanpj—In the Co’onist of yes- 
terday a very interesting account is given of 
two enterprising mgn, unaided by govera- 
ment subsidy or grant, quietly going to work 
to construct in this Garbor first-class facilities 
for docking and repairing or constructing 
sbips of large bugthen, etc. Perhaps it 
would be well for-the public to koow bow 


these two men got possession of the place, 
It appears to me that they hold possession 
under the ingtructions of the Indian Agent, 
who objected to lease or rent it to two re- 
spectable sbipwrights, who bad carried on, 
io the same spot, shipbuilding and repairing 
since February, 1869. They made ‘applica- 
tion to the presameg+to-be agent of the 'ocal 
Government for a lease, or to reat the said 
piece of land, previgus to banding it over te 
the Dominion Government. They were told 
that no lease could be given until the ques- 
tion were settled bythe Government, In the 
month of April of the present year inquiries 
were made of the Indian Ageot as to whether 
the same land could be rented or leased. 
The answer was to this effect: That the Ic- 
dian Agent bad nog got bis authority, but 
expected to have if shortly. When applici- 
ton was made for a:Jease previous to the In- 
dian Agent going up north, recently, in HM: 
S. Boxer, Mr. Meldeam made application for 
this piece of land. ‘He was asked by the In- 
dian Agent if it were the same piece of land 
that Mesers. Colligs & Cook were applying 
for? His aoswer was “oo,” never thinking 
that anyove. would apply for a piece of land 
where material was laid down for heuling 
out’ vessels to repair, To his surprise, a 
short time afterwards, Mr. Lowenberg came 
down to him while-working on the steamer 
Sir James Douglas, informing bim that Col- 
lins & Cook were going to get the lend, ani 
would lay down “a to take out vessels of 
any size. Mr. Meldram went to see the In- 
dian Agent, and was told by him that he hed 
given his word t@ these men to go on the 
land. He had bee® aver and seep the place, 
and could not take’back his word, The con- 
sequence was that {bese two mea who bad 
used the ground ‘for shipbuilding purposes 
for several years, and who corsequeotl bad 
the first right to it; were turned off and the 
gentlemen nemed jn the Colonist gives pos- 
session, If this is: going quietly to work, to 
turn two respectable,men with families out. 
of employnsent, aiid give their privilege ~
